Powerful Nigerian Leader To Visit U. S. 

With Nigeria’s October 1 independence celebra- 
tion looming as Africa’s biggest event this year, 
the country’s most powerful leader, Premier Alhaji 
Ahmadu, the Sarduana of Sokoto, arrives in the 
U.S. on July 5 for his first American visit, the State 
Dept. disclosed. 

A Moslem and critic of evangelist Billy Graham’s 
recent missionary venture in Nigeria, the Sarduana 
is regarded as the most-important Nigerian to visit 
the country and will be given a VIP welcome. 

Premier of the Northern Region, Ahmadu selected 
the man (Abubakar Tafawa Balewa) who became 
prime minister of Nigeria after the Sarduanas Party 
won the recent election. 

A member of a ruling family, and always berobed, 
Premier Ahmadu will be accompanied by a 10-man 
party and will visit New York, Washington and Chi- 
cago and will attend the Democratic National Con- 
vention in Los Angeles during his three-week visit.

JET POLL SHOWS NEW TREND AMONG NEGRO VOTERS 





DRAFT STEVENSON DRIVE HAS 


By SIMEON BOOKER 

The draft Adlai Stevenson for President drive has its 
strongest support in the U. S. Negro communities, where 
the Democrats control 80 per cent of the vote. The former 
Illinois governor, who twice was defeated for the presi- 
dency, retains a “magical touch” among the predominant 
Negro Democrats and currently far outflanks the party’s 
two leading presidential candidates, Senators John F. 
Kennedy of Massachusetts and Lyndon B. Johnson of 
Texas. 

With the Party’s most outspoken liberal, Sen. Hubert 
Humphrey, definitely dropped from the presidential run, 
most of his backers now hope for a “miracle” in Stevenson 
becoming the Democratic standard bearer this fall. The 
heavy support for a man who is given little chance to win 
the nomination could be interpreted to show that there is 
a great reluctance among Negro Democrats to back whole- 
heartedly either Sen. Kennedy or Sen. Johnson, a south- 
erner. However,

The conclusions are drawn from results of JeT’s second 
nationwide poll of Negro political leaders. Some 500 lead- 
ers of both parties, who participated last summer, were 
sounded out again on their presidential preferences on the 
eve of the national conventions. 

Since few Negroes serve as delegates to the conventions 
and the “Negro vote” hardly is a factor in the smoke-filled 
room considerations of a candidate, JET conducted its 
polling to find the preferences of a minority which holds 
the balance of power in such key states as New York, 
Pennsylvania, Illinois and California, which boast the 
cities of New York, Philadelphia, Chicago and Los Angeles 
—areas of dense, concentrated Negro populations. 

Unlike the response in JeEt’s first poll last summer, the 
returns from Negro Democrats this time outnumbered the 
GOP, showing a tremendous interest, but still the inde- 
cisiveness on the leading candidates. Here are the pref- 
erences:

Perhaps the “new white father” of Negro Democrats 
(since ex-President Truman castigated the sit-downers), 
Stevenson appears to be one of the few Democrats able 
to hold intact the Negro Dems’ support. In the event he 
is not a nominee, Stevenson probably could be instru- 
mental in “selling” a lesser-known candidate to Negro 
communities. Meanwhile, the steady gain of Sen. Kennedy 
(compared to last year’s poll) shows that he is developing 
a following. However, Sen. Lyndon Johnson received scant 
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support, making it appear that the Democrats would have 
trouble holding the Negro vote if Johnson is nominated 
for the top spot. 

Continuing his freewheeling drive, Vice President Nixon 
now enjoys a virtual monopoly among Negro GOPers for 
the top slot. The unique factor among the GOPers was 
the selection of leading candidates for the Vice Presi- 
dency. Here are the tabulations:

Interestingly, the new poll brought out another trend 
developing among some Negro Democrats. That is this: If 
the Democrats fail to nominate an acceptable (to Negroes) 
slate, there could be a rash of stay-at-homes on election 
day. Several leaders indicated they might “sit this one 
out” rather than bolt party lines and vote GOP.

Trinidad Tells S. Africa Cargo Ship ‘Shove Off? 

The American ship African Lighting loaded with South 
African goods for Trinidad, had to bypass that Caribbean 
island because dock workers there refused to handle the 
cargo or refuel the freighter. The ship went directly to the 
U. S. and most of the cargo was being returned to South 
Africa at considerable loss to the producers. Trinidad fol- 
lowed the example of Jamaica, which closed its ports to 
South African goods last July. A South African group 
proposed sending a goodwill expedition, which would have 
included an African, to the West Indies but on the advice 
of importers abandoned the idea because sentiments 
against South Africa were too high.

The Republic of Liberia granted recognition to the pro- 
visional Algerian government “because of the extraord- 
inary circumstances attending the struggle of the people 
of Algeria for their freedom and fundamental rights,” 
the government Gazette announced.

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Double Slaying Shocks Swank Chicago Development 

The lakefront stillness surrounding Chicago’s $25 mil- 
lion glass and brick Lake Meadows skyscrapers was shat- 
tered last week as screaming ambulances rushed to pick 
up the bodies of Mr. and Mrs. Otis W. Loudermilk, prom- 
inent tenants of a swank 21st floor apartment. 

The midday calm was broken after Loudermilk, 42, a 
$7,132-a-year building inspector, was found sprawled at 
the foot of his bed, a bullet wound through his mouth and 
a snub-nose .38 calibre revolver near his hand. 

His partly-clothed wife, Shirley, a 34-year-old nurse, lay 
across the bed with a bullet wound under her right arm. 
Their two children, Wolf, 11 months, and Susan, 3, stood 
sobbing in an adjoining nursery. Mrs. Loudermilk died on 
arrival at nearby Michael Reese Hospital. 

The couple was discovered after Loudermilk’s brother, 
Warren, a service station operator, suspected something 
was amiss when he couldn’t reach Otis by phone. 

Earlier, an upset Otis had stopped at the station and 
taken the firm’s gun from the safe “to clean it.” A few 
minutes later he called back excitedly and asked Warren 
to come over to his apartment, but the brother was busy 
with a customer. When he did arrive, it was too late. 

Ruling the death apparent murder and suicide, police 
admitted they were still puzzled as to the direct motive. 
Investigating officers said the handsome pair appeared to 
be having no more domestic difficulty than any other 
couple. Both previously married, Mrs. Loudermilk had a 
10-year-old daughter by her first husband, and Mr. Louder- 
milk’s first wife had written his employers regarding their 
child. 

A former insurance broker, Loudermilk had studied

In Milwaukee, ex-convict Joe Willie Moore, 28, success- 
fully defended himself on an extortion rap pressed by 
Mrs. Margaret A. Knutson but still faces jail on a dis- 
orderly conduct charge for telephoning her. After check- 
ing with statutes, Moore discovered that a demand for 
money was an essential element in extortion. He got 
Mrs. Knutson to admit that he had not demanded money 
which won him dismissal of the count.

Sammy, as much the darling of the English press as that 
of May Britt, told Jet the “unpleasant episode” had 
“changed nothing. We are as much in love as ever,” he 
gushed. “I’ve met her father and he’s a peach of a guy. He 
likes me and I like him.” 

“No,” Sammy answered: “I’m not sorry I made the an- 
nouncement. I didn’t want the columnists to make it some- 
thing dirty or something they had to hint about. So we 
let the world know about it.” 

Said Sammy: “the British people have been wonderful. 
Now I’m going to Rio for two weeks and May is going to 
Sweden for a month. After Rio I’ll do two weeks on the 
East Coast and meet May back in California.” 

“Yes,” Sammy said, “I’ve met May Britt’s husband, he’s 
a nice guy, but I don’t think he would talk to me.” 

With a different set of potential in-laws than the parents 
of his recent Canadian fiancée, Joan Stuart, who objected 
to his race and Jewish religion, it looked like Sammy had 
found the right girl at last.

“Of course I don’t object to Mr. Davis as a son-in-law. From 
the little I have seen of him he seems a very nice person.
